I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1967  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District, 


Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council's  Local 
Health  Services,  and  this  has  led  to  a close  integration  of  the  Local  Authority 
Health  Services, 


In  1967,  the  new  combined  Divisional  Health  Office  and  Clinic  was 
opened  in  Brighouse,  and  for  the  first  time  all  our  services  are  under  one 
roof  and  full  facilities  are  available  for  all  our  clinic  services  and  dental 
services,  in  addition  to  the  office  for  administration. 

The  birth  rate  for  1967  was  17,  which  is  similar  to  the  figure  over  the 
previous  five  years.  The  death  rate  also  remains  almost  stationary  at  13.6, 
This  is  rather  higher  than  the  riational  average,  the  cause  being  due  to  a 
higher  incidence  of  heart  disease,  which  can  be  explained  by  the  preponderance 
of  old  people  in  the  community. 


Once  agaip  I have  to  report  a large  number  of  illegitimate  births. 

In  the  five  years  to  1957,  illegitimate  births  numbered  57|  in  the  following 
five  years,  the  number  increased  to  86,  and  in  the  period  1963  to  1967,  the 
number  was  163,  In  1967,  36  illegitimate  babies  were  born,  representing 
11,5%  of  births  in  the  district.  Of  those  known  to  the  Health  Department, 
in  only  10  cases  were  the  mothers  under  20  years  of  age.  Only  two  babies 
were  known  to  have  been  placed  for  adoption,  the  rest  being  cared  for  by 
their  own  families.  Many  of  these  babies  appear  to  be  enjoying  normal 
family  life  and  there  have  not  been  any  acute  social  problems. 


In  1967,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  its  customary  two-yearly  visit 
to  the  district.  There  was  quite  a good  response,  and  426  persons  were 
examined.  No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  routine  examination  of  healthy  volunteers  from  the  community  is 
now  justified  in  view  of  the  very  low  number  of  abnormalities  discovered. 

In  future,  it  appears  likely  that  this  service  may  be  restricted  to  trades 
and  industries  where  there  is  some  element  of  risk  and  to  sections  of  the 
community  who  need  special  consideration,  in  particular  immigrants  and  persons 
employed  with  children.  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  in  Elland  have  fallen 
dramatically  in  recent  years  from  an  average  of  25  a year  fifteen  years  ago 
to  the  present  level  of  seven.  Whilst  much  of  this  inprovement  can  be 
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attributed  to  development  in  treatment  and  the  availability  of  hospital  beds, 
the  Council  has  also  contributed  to  a large  extent  by  the  eradication  of 
infected  milk  and  by  the  assistance  whi  h it  nas  so  readily  given  to  the 
rehoiasing  of  the  families  of  patientSo 

The  demand  for  screening  tests  for  the  early  detection  of  disease 
increases  year  by  yearo  We  have  now  introduced  routine  tests  to  recognise 
cases  of  Phenylketonuriap  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  and  deafness  in 
infancy,  and  schoolchildren  are  offered  a comprehensive  range  of  examinations 
and  tests  under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Acto  Public  opinion  is  now 
swinging  towards  routine  tests  for  healthy  adults  and  in  common  with  many 
other  Authorities,  we  are  now  providing  a screening  service  for  Cancer  of  the 
Cervix  and  Cancer  of  the  Breast,  which  are  two  relatively  coimnon  conditions 
in  women  of  middle  age*  In  1967,  154  women  were  examined  in  the  Eiland  Clinic, 
fortunately  without  any  positive  results  being  reportedo 

There  has  been  a very  rapid  growtn  in.  the  demand  for  both  care  and  play 
facilities  for  pre-school  childi'en  during  th*:-  .vearo  The  Coimty  Council 
maintai.ns  a Day  Niarsery  in  Brighouse  which  is  r-ny  useful  but  is  limited  to 
children  coming  within  a very  rigid  system  of  pricrities  and  whose  parents 
are  prepared  to  undertake  the  Journey  from  Ellando  There  have  been  several 
enquiries  regarding  proposed  play  groups  ard  at  the  end  of  the  year  two  child 
minders  were  registered,  providiiag  places  for  a total  of  sixteen  childreno 
There  are  at  present  no  nursery  classes  in  any  of  the  Eiland  schools,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a considerable  demand  for  this  servLcSo 

Eiland  is  rightly  proud  of  the  services  it  provides  for  its  senior 
citisenSa  There  is  a very  active  Old  People “s  Welfare  Committee,  which 
organises  the  'Meals  on  Wheels”  Service  aind  the  Luncheon  Club,  and,  in 
addition,  benefits  old  people  in  many  other  waySo  The  Chiropody  Service 
which  this  Committee  inaugurated  is  now  administered  by  the  C«3unty  Council, 
and  it  continues  to  be  well  patronised  and  very  maich  appreciaieda  The 
District  Council  now  has  a considerable  number  of  piirpoee-built  units  for 
old  people,  many  of  them  being  supervised  by  wardens,  and  this  year  the 
Wardens”  Service  was  extended  to  cover  a number  of  old  people  living  in 
priVately-ownsd  houses  so  that  they,  too,  could  have  security  and  peace  of 
mind,  knowing  that  someone  was  going  to  call  on  them  each  dayo 

The  biggest  single  problem  now  facing  the  Health  Department  is  that  of 
substandard  housingo  There  is  a large  number  of  substantial,  stonebudlt 
houses,  dating  from  the  19th  century,  still  lacking  what  we  now  regard  as 
essential  amenitieSo  Many  ai^e  capable  of  improvement  and,  indeed,  this  is 
encouraged  as  much  as  possible  by  the  Council  and  its  officials..  So  many  of 
these  houses  are  now  owner— occupied  that  it  has  not  been  possibxe  to  invoke 
the  *” improvement  area  proced.'cEr3*”  and  new  legislation  is  now  awaited  vrhich  wili. 
enable  the  Council  to  deal  with  the  occasional  neglected  house  which  threatens 
to  affect  neighbouring  property  and  hold  up  the  improvement  of  a blocks  There 
are,  however,  still  all  too  many  hoiises  in  which  improvement  is  out  of  the 
question  because  of  the  sUte  of  the  property,  or  its  bad  arrangement,  and 
here  demolition  is  the  only  solutiono  last  year,  144  houses  were  dem^olished 


and  the  Council  accepted  responsibility  for  rehousing  100  families.  A further 
140  houses  were  represented  as  unfit,  leaving  921  houses  still  to  be  dealt 
with  on  the  current  programme. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
the  tolerance  they  have  shown  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mr.  Wood,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  co-operation.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Birth  and  Death  Rates 


The  estimate  of  the  population  is  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General.  His  estimate  is  18,440?  as  compared  with  13,520  for  1966,  and 
compares  with  the  figure  for  the  1961  Census  of  18,357.  There  were  313  live 
births  and  251  deaths,  so  that  there  was  a natural  increase  in  the  population 
of  62. 


The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  17.0  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  16.5,  and.  is  0.2  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  W'ales.  This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted 
by  a comparability  factor  of  1„10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  a.djusted  birth  rate  of  18.7.  This 
compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  18.2 
and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Whies  of  17. 2. 

There  were  36  illegitimate  births,  representing  11.5%  of  the  total  live 
births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  2.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

During  the  year  there  were  four  stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate  of 
12,6  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  15.2  and  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  14.3, 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  13.6  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  1.7  below  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability  factor  for 
obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0.95?  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  12.9.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 
12.0  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11.2  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequency 2“ 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  - 117  (compares  with  123  in  1966), 

2.  Cancer  - 46  (compared  with  45  in  1966). 

3.  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  - 33  (compared  with  52  in  1966). 

4.  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases  - 29 

(compared  with  30  in  1966). 


Infant  Deaths 

There  were  seven  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland  during 
1967,  all  but  one  occurring  in  hospital. 

The  infant  death  rate  of  22.4  compares  with  the  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  19.2  and  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.3,  and  has  fallen 
from  a rata  of  26.2  for  this  district  in  1966.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

General  provisions  of  health  services  throughout  the  area  continued  to 
function  as  in  previous  years o 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continues  to  receive  clinical 
material  and  milk  and  water  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while 
chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  Messrs,  Lea  and  Mallinder. 

Facilities  are  also  provided  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
at  Leeds,  and  General  Practitioners  who  have  open  access  to  the  services  of  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 


The  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  both  Elland 
Urban  District  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County,  This  service  has 
recently  been  reorganised  and  is  administered  from  the  Group  Control  at 
Birkenshaw,  telephone  number  Bradford  682211,  and  all  requests  for  the  ambulance 
service  should  be  made  to  this  Centre, 


Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the  year. 
The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is  given  for  comparisc 
after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies  to  the  whole  Division,  Iz 
has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional  figures  to  give  the  figures  for 
Elland  alone. 

These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  all  the 
categories  of  patients,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

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Nursing  in  the  Home 


Three  Home  Niirses  are  en^loyed  in  Ellando  Altogether,  11,763  visits 
were  made  and  533  cases  were  treated  during  the  yearo 

A variety  cf  equipment  is  available  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home  and  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  pads  with  incontinent 
patient So 


Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  149  cases  in  the  Elland  area  were  being 

provided  with  a Home  Help^  and  51  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  157  were  still  being  attendado 

Of  the  200  attended  during  1967,  196  were  for  the  care  of  old  people 

and  chronic  sick,  three  were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  one  was  a 

maternity  caseo  In  the  maternity  case,  the  Home  Help  was  provided  for  two 
weeks o 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  3o 


Chiropody 

Probably  one  of  the  greatest  boons  provi.dad  is  that  of  chiropody  and 
this  service  continues  to  be  very  popular « 

Altogether,  302  old  people  and.  12  physically  handicapped  persons  were 
treated  through  the  County  Council  scheme  and  approximately  another  hundred 
people  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stainland  ard  Greetland  Nursing 
Associations,  Thirty  seven  percent  of  the  old  people  treated  had  to  be 
treated  in  their  own  homes  as  domiciliary  cases. 

There  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under  the 
County’s  scheme. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  lii -monthly  intervals. 
If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention,  this  has  been  arranged. 


Old  People ° 3 Welfare  Committee 

Elland  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  progressive  and  flourishing 
Committee  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  citizens.  The  various  districts  are  well 
represented  and  members  attend  bi-monthly  meetings  with  evident  enthusiasm. 

It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of  all  the  relevant  associations 
has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the  general  benefit  of  all  who  desire  its 
help. 


Home  Safety  Commit tii^n» 


The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi —monthly  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
decrease  the  number  of  accidents  in  the  homeo  In  many  instances  these  could, 
with  a little  foresight,  have  been  avoidedo 

Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt,  there 
is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents  occurring  in  the 
privacy  of  a householdo  Yet  the  number  of  these  is  tremendous,  deaths  far 
exceeding  those  caused  by  many  dreaded  diseases,  and,  apart  from  those  who  die 
as  a result,  many  more  are  crippled  for  lifSo 


HOSPITAXS 


There  was  little  call  this  year  on  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital,

Hospital  accommodation  provided  for  old  people  who  are  not  acutely 
ill  cxsntinues  to  be  difficult o The  demand  for  such  accommodation  is  as 
great  as  ever  and  may  be  expected  to  increase,  and  the  position  may  be 
expected  to  deteriorate  when  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  implements  its 
policy  of  reducing  the  number  of  geriatric  beds  in  HalifaXo 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHIU)  WELFARE 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of  School 
Nurseo  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  scope  of  this 
service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  piirpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the 
care  of  children  and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/ 
or  expectant  and  nursing  mothers » The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice 
in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectiono 

In  ELland,  the  Health  Visits  are  attached  to  General  Practitioners 
and  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  lists y rather  than  working  in  fixed 
districtSo  This  attachment  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of  the  two 
services  and  is  very  much  appreciated o The  work  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitors  in  Eiland  is  summarised  in  Table  4o

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employs  two  full»time  Midwives  in  the 
Urban  Districts  In  1967,  there  was  a small  decrease  in  the  number  of 
domiciliary  confinements,  25%  of  babies  being  born  at  homeo  The  Midwivas 
are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia,  and 
provided  with  all  the  necessary  equipmento  Analgesia  is  avanable  to  all 
mothers  desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examinationo  The 
Midwives  have  also  received  special  training  in  the  care  of  preme.ture  infants, 
and  a new  type  of  incubator  is  now  in  service o This  can  be  ready  for 
immediate  use  at  the  Brighouse  Ambulance  Station,  and  it  is  available  for 
moving  premature  babies  to  special  care  units  in  hospitalo

MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  on  a Divisional  basis  and 
two  Mental  Welfare  'Officers  are  based  in  Brighouse  to  serve  this  area-  In 
addition,  we  share  the  services  of  Mto  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare 
Officer,  who  has  responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger  catchment 
area  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital.  Mr.  May  has  been  successful  in  gaining  a 
place  on  a two-year  course  for  Social  Workers  and  Mr.  K„  Darlington  has  been 
appointed  on  a temporary  basis  to  fill  this  vacancy.  The  holiday  and  off 
duty  relief  arrangements  with  the  Officers  based  in  Todraorden  have  worked 
very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have  been  prepared  and  distributed  to  all 
General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and  also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance 
staffs. 


In-Service  Training 

All  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at 
Leeds  and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County 
courses  at  Grantley  Hall  once.-a  yearj  in  addition,  fortnightly  seminars 
are  held  at  Brighouse.  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are  encouraged  to  apply 
for  vacancies  on  the  two-year  Tounghusband  Course  for  Social  Workers;  and, 
if  successful,  they  are  seconded  by  the  County  Council  on  full  salary. 


Psvchlat'ric  Social  Club 

There  is  at  present  no  social  club  in  this  Division  and  patients  have 
been  attending  clubs  in  Halifax  and  to  some  ext-ent  in  Bradford.  One  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  attended  the  Halifax  Club  each  week  and  this  has 
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offered  an  effective  service  for  the  follow-up  and  supervision  of  several 
patients.  In  October,  we  received  approval  to  start  a phsychiatric  social 
club  in  the  new  clinic  premises  in  Brighouse  for  the  benefit  of  local 
patients,  and  this  was  in  fact  inaugurated  at  the  beginning  of  19680 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostels  for 
both  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Coxincil's 
provision  has  so  far  been  limited  to  one  hostel  at  West  Ardsley,  but  we  have 
occasionally  been  able  to  find  places  in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring 
County  Boroughs o With  the  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental 

hospitals,  and  the  emphasis  on  community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  verj’’ 
many  more  hostels  will  have  to  be  provided  in  the  futureo 


Brighouse  Junior  Training  Centre  provided  places  for  ten  females  over 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  in  addition  to  twenty-five  juniors . Both  staff 
and  patients  are  working  under  acute  difficulties  in  the  very  limited 
accommodation  in  this  building.  A new  comprehensive  training  centre  is 
proposed  for  the  Brighouse  and  part  of  the  Todmorden  areas,  A suitable 

site  has  now  been  obtained  at  Rastrick  and  final  approval  has  now  been 
obtained  for  the  construction  of  a centre  to  accommodate  108  patients,  both 
hhildren  and  adults,  and  including  a special  care  unit.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  a total  of  twelve  adult  patients  from  this  area  to  travel 
daily  to  the  West  Riding  Centre  at  Kirkburton,  pending  the  construction  of 
our  own  Centre,  and  this  is  working  well.

In  his  report  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  dealing  with 
this  subject  in  great  detailo  In  the  course  of  the  year  one  Smpjce  Coijtrol 
Order the  Greetland  (Noo2)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1966,  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  and  will  become  operative  on  the  1st  Jul^jj,  1968o  Thus  a further 
932  houses,  on  completion  of  wracks  of  adaptation  to  fireplaces,  will  make 
a valuable  contribution  towards  a cleaner  atmospherso  At  the  end  of  the  year 
five  smoke  control  areas  were  in  operation  covering  1,334  premiseso  During 
the  year  survey  work  was  carried  out  in  the  Stainland  and  Hol3rwell  Green  areas 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Holywell  Green  Order  was  still  in  the  course 
of  preparation.  Much  work  is  being  done  in  the  Greetland  area  dealing  with 
approval  of  works  of  adaptation  carried  out  in  preparation  for  the  day  of 
operation.  This  will  be  the  biggest  area  to  date  in  Elland, 


Difficulties  continue  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  smoke  and  fumes 
from  some  local  industries  and  every  possible  avenue  is  being  explored  to 
find  a solution  to  this  nuisance. 


PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Dinhtheria  Immunisation 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Elland  since  1943o 
I consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence  of  tliis  disease 
which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to  Diphtheria 
immunisation. 


As  with  previous  years,  the  figures  of  children  immunised  are  given  in 
two  groups,  the  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an  initial  or 
a booster  dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were  imrauhised 
at  a date  preceding  this.  The  first  group  shows  children  who  can  be 
regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  Booster  doses  are  given  before  admission 
to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

During  1967,  296  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  by  Triple  Vaccine,  In  addition,  six  children  were  immunised 
separately  for  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  and  259  were  given  a reinforcing  dose 
against  Diphtheria, 

Vaccination  against  Spalloox 

Records  were  received  in  respect  of  236  primary  vaccinations  and  four 
j»0_. vaccinations  carried  out  on  Elland  residents  under  the  age  of  16  years. 

This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  166  vaccinations  and  12  re- 
vaccinations,  The  figures  no  longer  give  a complete  pictoe  of  the  number 
of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district,  as  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  no  longer  requires  records  of  persons  over  the  age  of  16, 


BoCoG,  Vaccination 

B CoG,  vaccination  was  offered  to  506  twelve—year— old  and  thirteen- 
year-old  schoolchildren  attending  schools  in  the  original  Brighouse  Health 
Division  Parents  of  406,  or  S0%y  consented  to  this  valuable  measure,  as 
compared'with  the  County  average  for  1966  of  77,3%o  Of  these  cMldren,  383 
were  tested  24  of  them,  or  6%,  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors  and 
presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  339  with  negative 
reactions  were  given  B,CoG.  vaccination. 
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MantoTox  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  was  also  carried  out# 

Thirty-six  child  contacts  received  skin  testso  Three  of  these  were 
positivoo  Fifty  three  children  received  BoCoGo  vaccination,  including  twenty 
babies  not  previously  given  a skin  testo 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  the  course  of  the  year  records  were  received  in  respect  of  1,082 
persons  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition,  a 
further  762  children  ware  given  booster  doseso 

These  figures,  too,  relate  to  the  original  Brighouse  Division,  as  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  produce  separate  returns  for  Ellando 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


There  were  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year.  Most 
of  these  were  mild  cases  and  all  occurred  in  children.

Nineteen  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  1967.

Tuberculosis 

The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  eu'e  presented  in  tabular  form 
in  Table  10. 
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No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Section  172o 

There  were  seven  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year,  the  same  number  as  in  1966,  Two  cases  transferred  into  the  district. 
Five  respiratorj^  cases  recovered  and  were  removed  frbm  the  register.  Six 
cases  removed  from  the  district,  one  patient  on  the  register  died  this  year 
and  one  case  was  restored  to  the  register.  The  number  on  the  register  thus 
reduced  by  two  to  seventy  six  respiratory  cases. 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been,  continued  in  the  Division 
and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases  to  be 
investigated,  including  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary.  Other  contacts  axe  followed  up  regularly^  and  as  far  as  possible 
are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  Division,  The 
number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the  ELland  Urban 
District  is  226  in  respect  of  seventy  six  respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

All  the  seven  new  cases  were  males,  four  of  whom  were  in  the  45/55 
group,  one  was  aged  57,  and  another  aged  73?  the  remaining  case  being  a child 
of  two. 


No  cases  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  this  year. 

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to 
distribute  clothing,  coal  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people.  Christmas  parcels 
were  distributed  as  usual  and  the  usual  annual  day  trip  was  made  to  the 
seaside  for  patients  and  their  families  who  are  unlikely  to  have  a holiday 
any  other  way. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Urdt  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited 
the  district  in  September,  and  I give  belcw  the  result  supplied  by  the  Unit. 

It  is  not  possible,  however,  to  draw  any  conclusions  at  all  from  such  evidence 
since  the  persons  examined  constitute  only  a small  proportion  of  the  population 
and  are  not  necessarily  representative  of  the  population  as  a whole.  The 
information  given  is  in  respect  of  people  actually  examined  during  the  survey 
and  may,  therefore,  include  persons  normally  resident  in  other  areas.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  IIBPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


TO;  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ELUND  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967o  The 
various  sections  of  the  report  show  details  of  continuing  progress  in  all 
fields  of  worko 

Much  more  attention  was  given  to  food  hygiene,  factories  and  offices 
and  shops o Housing  continued  at  a steady  pace  and  more  emphasis  was  given 
to  the  improvement  of  houses.  The  completion  of  the  Upper  Greetland  main 
drainage  scheme  has  permitted  many  houses  in  that  area  to  be  pro^/ided  with 
standard  amenities  and  other  small  areas  in  Stainland  are  being  examined  with 
a view  to  securing  satisfactory  water  supply  and  drainage ■> 

Cleansing  continued  fairly  satisfactorily  throughout  the  yearj,  but 
difficulties  were  encountered  with  shortage  of  suitable  labour.  The  gradual 
replacement  of  unfit  houses  by  modern  houses  and  flats  has  brought  the 
problem  of  increased  refuse  from  higher  standards  of  living  and  longer 
carries  where  gardens  and  steps  are  provided.  The  cleansing  service  will 
require  modification  to  take  account  of  these  changes. 

Smoke  control  work  continued  very  well  and  the  public  generally  are 
highly  satisfied  with  the  improved  heating  facilities  installed  in  their 
homes..  The  reduction  in  domestic  smoke  emission  is  now  becoming  evident 
to  the  observer  and  will  become  more  evident  in  future  years. 

In  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  staff  who  gave  me  valuable  assistance 
during  the  year  to  provide  material  for  this  report  and  to  my  typist  who  has 
conpiled  and  assembled  the  report  in  addition  to  her  other  routine  work, 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Gordon,  who  has  given  me  guidance  on  many 
occasions,  and  to  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  who  never  hesitate  to 
give  assistance  when  required.  My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  many  ways 
in  which  they  have  given  support  to  our  work  during  the  year,  and  I trust 
that  our  efforts  in  future  years  will  continue  to  merit  that  support.

A survey  of  all  food  premises  was  made  during  the  year  and  premises 
were  brought  into  line  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 

As  has  been  stated  before,  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  EUand 
is  quite  good  and  oo-^-operation  with  food  traders  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year, 

A total  of  461  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  throughout 
the  district  and  much  time  was  spent  by  Inspectors  in  discussing  necesseiry 
improvements  to  premises  and  in  standards  of  hygiene. 

There  were  three  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale  of 
food  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  were  Investigated  and  in  each  case  a 
cautionary  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer  of  each  food  concerned. 


MEAT  IM3PECTIQN 


There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Council's  area,  and 
they  were  used  regularly  throughout  the  year  for  the  slaughter  of  animals* 
The  facilities  offered  by  these  slaughterhouses  are  adequate  at  the  present 
time  for  the ‘number  of  animals  being  dressed.  It  is  regretted  that  a large 
number  of  ctnimals  slaughtered  in  these  premises  are  for  distribution  in 
adjoining  districts. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  509  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  inspected  10,233  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered  and 
dressed  on  these  premises.  This  represented  a slight  decrease  on  last 
year's  figures.

When  a sample  of  Untreated  milk  fails  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue  test, 
details  of  the  sample  result  and  source  of  supply  are  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a-  request  that  the  Milk  Production  Officer

1o  Examination  of  Milk  for  Brucellosis 

110  samples  of  Untreated  milk  from  retailers  were  examined  by  the  Public- 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Brucellosis  and  r^ne  were  notified  as  being 
positive.  By  co-operation  ^with  the  milk  producers  the  sale  of  infected  milk 
was  stopped  and  the  supply  ^ent  for  heat  treatpient  until  the  results  of  samples 
from  the  cows  became  known.  During  the  year  five  herds  were  found  to  have 
positive  excretors  and  286  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  cows.  Of  thessp 
33  were  proved  to  be  positive.  In  eaclr^  herd,  the  offending  cows  were  identified 
isolated  and  eventually  disposed  of  by  the  pro4ucer,  following  which  the 
producer  was  able  to  resume  normal  production  distribution  of  Untreated 
milk.

Elland  has  the  traditional  type  of  open  air  market  and  approximately 
10  stalls  are  set  out  in  the  market  square  on  Friday  of  each  week„  In  addition 
there  are  two  lock-up  stalls  which  are  permanently  sited  on  the  square » The 
Lock-up  premises  are  used,  one  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  the  other  for  the  sale 
of  fisho  The  open  stalls  are  used  mainly  for  the  sale  of  clothing,  greengrocery 
3weet  confectionery,  biscuits  and  eggs.  The  stalls  are  frequently  inspected  to 
ensure  that  Food  Hygiene  R^egulations  are  being  observed  so  far  as  is  practicable 
and  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  public 
conveniences  on  the  market  square  continue  to  serve  a useful  purpose,  providing 
as  they  do  a room  with  sinks  and  hot  and  cold  water  in  order  that  food  handlers 
[nay  have  washing  facilities. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMAI3  ACTS 

There  are  19  persons  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  above  Acts  to 
slaughter  animals. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Close  attention  was  given  to  water  supplies  throughout  the  town.  It 
Ls  well  known  that  the  bulk  of  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Calderdale  Water 
Board  and  it  is  equally  well  known  ths^t  many  rural  areas  are  still  served  by 
Drivate  water  supplies  which  are  the  subject  of  gross  contamination.  Many 
Drivate  water  supplies  have  been  eliminat^ed  in  the  Upper  Greetland  area  by  the 
recently  installed  water  distribution  scheme,  but  it  appears  that  there  is  no 
possibility  of  a similar  scheme  being  installed  in  the  Stainland  and  Sowood 
ireas.  Many  sanples  taken  from  private  water  supplies  have  very  high 
bacteriological  results  and  much  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  try 
and  find  ways  of  extending  water  mains  to  serve  at  least  a few  of  these 
properties.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  such  small  scheme  had  reached 
bhe  stage  where  it  could  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  their  consideration, 
^ork  is  continuing  in  other  areas  of  Stainland  with  a view  to  securing 
economical  extension  of  mains  to  provide  other  properties  with  a safe  public 
supply.  As  to  the  future  of  many  properties  in  this  area  which  continue  to 
be  served  by  the  private  supplies,  coupled  with  the  absence  of  main  drainage, 
one  can  only  consider  that  they  will  in  the  course  of  time  be  demolished  by 
iction  xinder  the  Housing  Acts, 


12  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  all  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 

Eight  sanples  epcamined  for  plumbo-solvency  were  reported  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 


During  the  year,  18  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 


58  inspections  of  filthy  verminous  premises  were  made  in  connection 
with  disinfestation  work.  Treatments  were  effectively  carried  out  and 
proprietory  insecticides  used  in  the  process.

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A total  of  27  officially  recorded  observations  were  carried  out  under 
Phe  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1953",  and  one  contravention 
acorded. 

Once  again  there  was  little  to  report  in  the  industrial  field.  Very 
aw  nuisances  from  smoke  emission  were  found  as  a result  of  observation  and  the 
nly  continuing  problem  appears  to  be  that  of  the  Atlas  Brickworks.  There 
are  no  complaints  in  respect  of  Ellard  Power  Station,  which  by  now  has  dust 
cresting  equipment  of  a very  high  efficiency.  Even  so,  some  ash  still  escapes 
com  the  top  of  the  chimney  but  little  nuisance  is  caused  because  of  its 
ispersion  over  a very  wide  area. 


omestic 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  field  of  domestic  pollution, 
programme  of  environmental  hygiene  work  would  be  incomplete  if  hygiene  of 
he  atmosphere  was  omitted.  The  atmosphere  is  the  source  of  supply  of  the 
ir  we  breathe  and  a sufficient  supply  of  clean  air  is  as  essential  to  healthy 
iving  as  is  clean  food,  a pure  water  supply,  efficient  disposal  of  waste 
aterials,  good  housing  and  the  many  other  services  which  have  received  close 
ttention  during  the  last  century. 

The  aim  is  to  rid  the  atmosphere  of  pollutants  such  as  soot,  dirt  and 
arry  matters  which  are  discharged  from  domestic  chimneys  where  bituminous  coal 
s burned  inefficiently  on  open  grates.  The  means  by  which  this  can  be  done 
s by  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  throughout  the  area  of  Blland, 
lanned  so  that  by  the  early  1970 ’s  the  whole  of  Elland  will  be  effectively 
ontrolled  and  the  atmosphere  then  should  be  as  clean  and  free  from  domestic 
moke  pollution  as  that  of  any  seaside  town.  The  inhabitants  will  benefit 
n health  and  economy  and  the  effect  should  further  enhance  the  civic  pride  of 
lie  town. 

The  Council's  smoke  control  programme  continued  and  during  the  year 
onfirmation  of  the  Greetland  (No. 2;  Smoke  Control  Order  was  received.  The 
Hand  (No. 2)  and  Stainland  (No. 2)  Orders  became  operative  on  the  1st  July, 

967,  and  the  work-  of  s urveying  the  Stainland  (No, 3)  and  Holywell  Green  areas 
as  completed  during  the  year.  The  Council  made  The  Stainland  (No, 3)  Smoke 
ontrol  Onder  and  this  Uill  ■ shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Minister.  A great  deal 
f work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  field  of  smoke  control  dealing  with  works 
f adaptation,  approval  of  estimates,  interviewing  householders  and  so  on. 
pot  checks  have  been  carried  out  in  operative  areas  to  see  whether  in  fact  the 
erms  of  the  Orders  were  being  complied  with  and  there  were  very  few  cases 
here  smoke  was  seen  to  be  coming  from  chimneys.  In  cases  where  smoke  emission 
as  found  there  was  invariably  misunderstanding  on  either  the  choice  of  solid 
uels  or  the  technique  of  using  a new  appliance,  and  in  the  majarity  of  cases 
t was  possible,  by  explanation  and  co-operation  with  the  householder,  to 
liminate  any  further  smoke  emission.  At  the  end  of  the  year  five  Smoke  Control 
rders  were  in  operation  covering  865  acres  and  embracing  1,334  dwellinghouses 
nd  other  premises.  During  the  next  year  we  shall  see  over  one  third  of  the 
•creage  of  the  town  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  one  third  of  the 
wellinghouses  included  in  Smoke  Control  areas. 
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The  invesitgation  of  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  record  information 
for  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Irxiustrial  Research,  The  information  provided  by  apparatus 
sited  in  Ellarxi  provides  a small  but  useful  contribution  to  national  statistics 
on  air  pollution.

The  care  and  up-keep  of  the  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committeeo  One  enployee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
dutieSo  At  the  end  of  1967  there  were  ten  blocks  of  public  conveniences 
and  23  bus  shelters  on  the  cleansing  rota  and  the  new  arrangements  for 
cleansing  have  proved  to  be  satisfactoryo 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  Upper  Greet land  main  drainage  scheme  was  virtually  conpleted 
during  the  yearo  Connections  were  being  made  between  house  drainage  and 

the  new  sewers  many  houses  have  been  provided  with  bathrooms  and  water- 

closets  for  the  first  timeo 


There  was  no  improvement  in  the  drainage  of  the  rural  parts  of 
Stainland  and  it  appears  unlikely  that  a major  part  of  the  area  will  be 
satisfactorily  drainedo 


A considerable  amount  of  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  improvement  work  and  repair  of  defective  drainSo  his 
type  of  work  is  increasing  year  by  yeaVo 


Many  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  following  complaints  of 
faulty  or  choked  drains,  and  action  taken  to  remedy  these  defects. 


The  testing  of  drains  is  carried  out  by  the  application  of  colour 
volatiles  and  smokSo  The  investigation  of  drainage  complaints  and  subsequent 
action  taken  occupies  an  increasing  amount  of  time,  and  478  inspections  were 
carried  outo  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  26  legal  notices  in  respect  of 
drainage  defects  and  in  eight  cases  works  were  executed  by  the  owners.  The 
remainder  were  executed  by  the  Council  and  the  costs  recharged  to  the  owners 
of  the  properties  involved.  A number  of  choked  drains  were  released  by  the 
department  in  addition  to  other  default  work. 


SANITARY  ACCOMODATION

HOUSING 

There  are  7,336  dwellinghouses  in  Elland,  of  which  one  sixth  are 
back-to-back  and  many  hundreds  are  back-to-rock  or  back-to-earth.  One 
fifth  of  the  total  is  regarded  as  unfit  by  present  standards.  In  addition 
to  the  number  of  unfit  houses,  there  are  several  hundreds  of  houses  of  sound 
structure  but  lacking  the  basic  amenities  of  modern  healthy  living.

A number  of  Public  Inquiries  were  held  at  the  Council  Offices  into 
clearance  and  compulsory  purchase  orders  and  confirmation  was  received  during 
the  latter  months  of  the  year o 

In  the  period  since  1955,  the  Council  have  dealt  with  910  unfit  houses, 
including  33  by  Demolition  Orders,  48  by  Closing  Orders,  252  by  Clearance 
Orders  and  572  by  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders o A summary  of  work  carried  out 
by  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  is  set  out  in  the 
Medical  Officer’s  section  of  the  report, 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES 

The  Standard  Grant  scheme  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year, 
and  many  houses  were  provided  with  the  five  basic  amenities  set  out  in  the 
Housing  Acts,  One  application  for  Discretionary  Grant  was  received  and  not 
approved.  The  Council’s  policy  is  to  secure  the  improvement  of  as  many  houses 
as  possible;  such  houses  must,  of  course,  be  structurally  sound  and  capable 
of  in^rovemento  Whilst  the  Standard  Grant  scheme  enables  five  basic  amenities 
to  be  installed  in  a structurally  sound  hoiise,  it  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  that  house  will  be  in  all  respects  fit.  If  the  aim  is  to  secure 
in^roved  houses  which  are  also  fit,  consideration  should  be  given  to 
Discretionary  Grant  improvement  rather  than  Standard  Grant  in^roveraent, 

A Discretionary  Grant  scheme  means y of  course,  that  a local  authority  may 
exercise  its  discretion  and  in  many  instances  the  discretion  is  exercised  in 
the  form  of  a refusal.  It  should  be  realised  thqt  the  Discretionary  Grant 
scheme  is  based  upon  a twelve  point  standard.  The  basic  issues  regarding 
structural  condition  must  be  satisfied  in  the  first  instance  and  such  a house 
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brought  into  line ’.withnthe' twelve  point  standard  should,  on  completion  of 
works,  be  a fit  house  and  compare  very  favourably  with  any  house  of  modern 
construction.  There  is,  I feel,  some  concern  that  the  Discretionary  Grant 
scheme  means  that  more  money  has  to  be  spent,  but  the  difference  basically 
so  far  as  the  grant  is  concerned  is  small  - the  difference  between  £155  and 
£400,  a matter  of  £245.  In  one  respect  this  is  a trivial  sum  when  one 
considers  that  the  end  product  will  result  in  a fit  house  having  a thirty 
or  more  years  life.  I believe  that  every  local  authority  should  consider 
very  carefully  any  application  for  Discretionary  Grant  and  indeed  should 
encourage  residents  of  an  area  to  apply  for  Discretionary  Grant  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  their  houses  where  appropriate  into  line  with  the  twelve 
point  standard.  The  Council's  present  policy  on  Discretionary  Grants 
appears  to  be  confined  to  making  two  houses  from  one.  I feel,  rightly  or 
wrongly,  that  where  two  unsatisfactory  dwellings  may  be  made  into  one 
satisfactory  dwelling,  then  this  also  is  a case  Xvrorthy  of  a Discretionary 
Grant.  We  have  in  Elland  a very  large  number  of  back-to-back  houses  of 
which  many  could  be  made  into  through  houses  or  flats  of  one  sort  or  another. 

A private  owner  is  prepared  to  spend  money  to  put  a bathroom  with  closet  and 
hot  wa&er  supply  into  a dwelling,  but  he  is  certainly  not  prepared  to  start 
knocking  his  property  about  and  make  two  houses  into  one  when  he  is  to 
receive  merely  the  basic  figure  of  £155.  It  is  a much  better  proposition 
if  he  is  offered  the  maximum  or  up  to  the  maximum  figure  of  £400  grant  and 
much  better  value  will  be  obtained  for  the  money  because  by  the  Discretionary 
Grant  scheme  it  is  possible  to  secure  the  execution  of  all  outstanding  repairs 
to  the  property.  This  type  of  work  is  much  more  satisfying  than  normal 
Standard  Grant  procedure.  Of  course,  it  means  much  more  time  being  spent  by 
officers  of  the  Council  in  vetting  schemes  which  are  invariably  much  more 
detailed  than  the  simple  five  amenity  job. 


The  work  of  housing  inprovement  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the 
Standard  Grant  scheme  of  inprovement  was  widely  used.  During  the  year,  52 
houses  were  provided  with  a satisfactory  standard  of  amenity  by  means  of 
Standard  Grants  at  a total  cost  of  £7,399,  as  compared  with  £S,780  during 
1966. 


93  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during  the  year  and 
of  these,  81  were  approved.

Improvement  Areas 

During  the  year  close  attention  was  given  to  a large  area  of  property 
between  Savile  Roadj  Victoria  Road,  Burley  Street  and  George  Streeto  This 
area  contains  a very  high  density  of  type  2 back-to-back  property  structurally 
sound,  and  in  good  repair <>  There  are  blocks  of  property  which  ought  to  be 

removed  to  provide  amenity  areas  and  a considerable  number  of  outbuildings 
on  the  boundaries  of  yards  and  gardens  which  must  be  removed  so  as  to  brighten 
up  the  areao  So  far  as  the  structurally  sound  back-to-back  houses  are 
concerned,  a very  great  deal  of  thought  has  been  given  to  the  possibility  of 
naking  these  into  through  dwellingSo  The  basic  idea  is  to  retain  as  many 
dwellings  as  possible  in  the  area  and  having  retained  them,  ensure  that  they 
have  a satisfactory  continuing  life  of  say  thirty  years  or  morso  It  is 
appreciated  that  many  of  these  houses  would  certainly  benefit  by  the 
installation  of  the  five  basic  amenities,  but  the  provision  of  these  amenities 
would  do  relatively  little  so  far  as  the  general  arrangement  of  the  property 
is  concerned.,  Back-to-back  hoioses  have  bseu  deemed  to  be  unfit  houses  for 
almost  sixty  years  and  it  is  felt  that  in  the  course  of  time  the  back-to-back 
house  will  eventually  ha.ve  to  gOo  It  is  our  aim  to  try  and  remove  the  stigma 
of  back-to-back  and  thereafter  bring  the  houses  up  to  the  standard  of  modern 
houses  and  there  is  no  reason  at  all  vrhy  they  should  not  provide  satisfactory 
housing  accommodation  for  some  considerable  time.

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
'51 , provides  for  the  registration  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  and  no 
trson  shall  carry  on  such  a business  on  any  premises  within  the  district 
less  he  and  those  premises  are  regisfcered  by  the  local  authority » 

The  Section  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  byelaws  for 
curing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment  and  the  cleanliness  of 
rsons  employed  in  such  premises.  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  this 
ction  and  they  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  eight  gentlemans  and  25  ladies  hairdressing  establishments 
. the  register.  Nine  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and 
nditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  confers  on  Local 
ithorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  cai-avan  sites,  ^ The  Act  aims  to 
scure  that  all  caravan  sites  are  properly  equipped  and  run  and  that  site^are  not 
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allowed  in  the  wrong  places  o Sites  may  only  be  established  where  the 
occupier  of  the  site  holds  a site  licence^  and  this  is  dependant  upon  the 
occupier  having  a successful  planning  permission  to  develop  land  as  a site 
for  the 'Stationing  of  caravanso  The  Act  also  empowers  a local  authority 
to  attach  conditions  to  site  licences  which  ensure  adequate  control  over 
the  siteo 

There  is  only  one  site  within  this  area  licenced  for  the  stationing 
of  17  caravans  o The  site  is  conveniently  positioned  near  the  centre  of 
the  town  and  yet  is  well  screened  from  view  by  treeSo  The  site  is  well 
managed  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  during  the  yearo 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT.  1951

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  Elland,  This  is  an  enclosed 
bath  with  heated  water  which  is  subject  to  treatment  by  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination*  The  process  ensures  that  the  bath  water 
is  completely  changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  four  hours. 

During  the  year  44  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  bath,  41 
of  which  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 


LAND  CHARGES 


439  enquiry  forms  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  much  valuable 
time  was  used  in  searching  through  records,  perusing  of  maps  and  visiting 
properties  in  order  that  accurate  information  could  be  returned. 


PUBLIC  CLEAI6ING 


This  section  of  Public  Health  work  embraces  a very  wide  field  of 
activity  including  as  it  does  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and 
trade  refuse,  the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  privies  and 
cesspools,  salvage  operations,  street  cleansing,  and  gully  en^jtying. 

These  duties  are  divided  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Surveyor's 
Department,  street  cleansing  and  gulley  en^tying  being  the  responsibility 
of  the  Surveyor, 

Refuse  collection  continued  throughout  the  year,  though  not  as 
satisfactorily  as  in  earlier  years.  There  was  little  delay  from  vehicle 
breakdown,  but  the  work  is  tending  to  be  slowed  down  by  the  increase  in 
the  bulk  of  refuse.  All  the  vehicles  are  now  relatively  modern.  During 
the  year  the  latest  addition  was  a vehicle  for  privy  cleansing  duties. 
There  were  intermittent  shortages  of  labour  throughout  the  year,  mainly 
among  the  younger  members  of  the  staff.  The  existing  bonus  scheme  has 
been  in  operation  for  several  years  and  is  becoming  ineffective  so  far 
as  providing  incentive  to  get  work  done.  Because  c3f  labour  problems, 
holidays,  sickness,  the  increase  in  bulk  of  refuse  and  similar  problems, 
there  were  many  weeks  when  the  teams  were  unable  to  complete  their  targets 
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survey  incited  other  sections  of  the  department  which  at  the  present  time 
are  not  included  in  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  and  a scheme  shortly  will  be 


submitted  to  the  Councilo 

Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  at  LowfieldSo  The 
problems  of  trade  waste  disposal  were  again  very  much  to  the  fore  and  during 
the  year  the  Council  accepted  in  principal  the  installation  of  an  incinerator 
for  dealing  with  trade  waste  disposal. 

The  collection  of  salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  £1,550  was  realised  from  sales.  Income  from  sales  of  scrap  metal  and 
other  waste  amounted  to  £42.  Other  income  from  special  collections,  trade 
refuse  and  tipping  charges  amounted  to  £330. 

The  Council's  Municipal  Dustbin  scheme  continued  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  441  dustbins  were  provided  as  replacements  to  premises  at  a cost 
of  £983.  10.  Id.  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  extended  to 
include  the  Southgate  development  and  the  Elland  Lane  bungalows  and  250  are 
now  in  use,  and  proved  to  be  very  hygienic  and  satisfactory.  Plans  are  in 
hand  to  extend  the  scheme  so  as  to  include  a large  part  of  central  Elland 
with  a possible  1,000  units  in  use.  To  some  extent  this  plan  is  concurrent 
with  the  re-examination  of  the  service  outlined  above.

A limited  amount  of  salvage  is  obtained  from  the  tipped  refuse  before 
the  material  is  placed,  levelled  and  consolidatedo  Metals  of  various  types 
and  rags  are  taken  to  the  depot  building,  conveniently  situated  near  the  tip, 
where  they  are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged  during  collection.  By 
far  the  greatest  item  of  salvage  is  waste  paper  and  cardboard  and  during  the 
year  163  tons  of  this  material  was  collected  by  the  waste  paper  vehicle  and 
by  other  vehicles  during  collection  of  house  refuse.  This  material  forms 
an  extremely  useful  form  of  revenue.  Cardboard  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the 
depot  in  a large  ground  floor  room  in  which  is  provided  a Cameo  electrically 
driven  baling  press  and  two  manually  operated  presses  which  are  used,  one  to 
bale  newsprint  and  the  other  to  bale  rags.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in 
disposal  of  metals  and  textiles.  The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  the 
Lowfields  depot  building  which  provides  an  ideal  centre  for  a public  cleansing 
service.  The  building  provides  on  the  ground  floor  ample  garage  space,  a 
large  paper  baling  room,  a large  storage  room  for  dustbins  and  refuse 
containers,  showers  and  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  cleansing  staff.  The 
first  floor  provides  a large  storage  room  for  baled  paper  and  cardboard,  an 
office  for  the  foreman,  and  a dining  room  for  the  staff.  Other  areas  of  floor 

space  are  available  for  other  uses.  An  electric  hoist  is  provided  for 
transferring  bales  of  paper  from  one  floor  to  another.

Four  vehicles  are  in  daily  use  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  waste 
paper  and  for  the  cleansing  of  privies  and  pail  closets„  In  addition  to 
these,  a small  pickup  vehicle  is  used  by  the  foreman  for  transport  purposes 
and  also  for  the  collection  of  small  items  of  refuse  and  salvage.  During 
1967  the  Karrier  vehicle  for  privy  cleansing  was  replaced  by  a similar  vehicle, 

lyiaintenance  of  the  fleet  is  carried  out  by  a local  garage  and  the 
refuse  collection  service  was  not  impaired  by  major  breakdown. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  is  collected  by  the  two  large  capacity  compression 
vehicles.  Details  of  the  vehicles  in  operation  during  1967  are  set  out  in 
the  table  on  the  following  page. 

The  staff  of  18  men  engaged  on  public  cleansing  duties  have  again 
given  yeomen  service  throughout  the  year.  Difficulties  were  again  experienced 
from  staff  changes  and  illness  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  men 

are  provided  with  suitable  protective  clothing  to  enable  the  work  to  be 
carried  out  with  a minimum  of  discomfort  and  without  unnecessary  wear  and  tear 
to  their  personal  clothing.  The  variety  of  protective  clothing  issued 
according  to  the  type  of  work  being  done  consists  of  donkey  jackets,  overalls, 
gloves  and  Wellington  boots,  and  these  items  are  well  appreciated  by  the  staff. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  provided 
reinforced  and  additional  powers  for  dealing  with  indiscriminate  dumping  of 
refuse  and  abandoned  vehicles.  This  anti-social  practice  is  increasing  and 
the  department  made  a number  of  tours  during  the  year  to  clear  dumps  of 
refuse  from  the  highways  and  waste  land. 
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A number  of  abandoned  cars  were  removed  and  disposed  of  at  the  tipo 
Consultation  with  neighbouring  authorities  is  in  progress  with  a view  to 
deciding  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem  of  abandoned  vehicles 
and  their  disposalo
